Small is big 

Portable players, games from Nintendo. Sony, and Nokia makes splash at E3 2004 


The 10th annual Electronics Entertainment Expo [E3], where the free t- 
shirts come in three sizes; large, extra-targe, and videogame journalist. 
The biggest spectacle In electronic entertainment in all Its forms was held, 
as it is every year, for three days at the Los Angeles Convention Center 
This year's event ran from May 12 to 14. 

Walking onto the show floor on the first day, the gaming industry and its 
assorted beggars and hangers on checked their sanity at the door and 
were hit in the face with a wall of light and sound. Area hotels had booked 
up test and flights into the city were hard to come by. Taxi drivers made a 
killirtg [and tacked on a little extra if they pulled the classic three-lefts-in- 
a-rowmove otr hapless conventioneers]. 

Videogame hardware and software makers saved their biggest 
announcements for the show floor and the various press confer- 
ences, briefings, and events that mark the days leadirtg up to 
the expo 

The tenth year after E3's humble beginnings, highlighted by 
Entertainment Software Association president Ooug Lowenstem 
in his annual welcoming address, looked to be the year of the 

sequel. Halo 2, Half-Life 2, Doom 3. etc. were expected to be the 

biggest news — much like last year's show. The term "risk aversion" was 
tossed around a tot, explaining the current lack of new intellectual proper- 
ties for games. With game development budgets rivaling thbse of block- 
buster films, even the big studios with cash to spare are unwilling to take 
a chance on an unproven game concept, choosing instead to create 
games based on movie properties or sequels to games that have already 
proved popular. 

IF rtothing else, £3 2004 proved that cynical videogame journalists and 
writers can still be whipped into a literal frenzy with the right motivation — 
the uitvelling of Nintendo's DS (Dual Screen) system, for example. 

The big story coming out of the E3 2004 was undoubtedly mobile gaming. 
Both the PlayStation Portable (PSP), Sony's first atlempi at handheld gam- 



ing announced at last year's show, and Nintendo’s newest portable, the 
codenamed Nintendo DS systems, were playable on the show floor. Nokia’s 
unveilings were less dramatic, having announced the restyling of its N- 
Gage game deck a month before the show. 

Nintendo DS 

The Nintendo DS's [Dual Screen’s) most telling feature — as hinted in the 
title — is its two disiina screens. However, there's more to (his system 
than immediately meets the eye. 

The latest generation Nintendo handheld is set for release before the end 
Of the year in Japan and North America. The DS will face competition from 
Sony’s PSP. If the current gerteration console landscape is any indicator, 
the competition will be hard Fought. 

Each of the DS's screens is approximately the size of the existing Game 
Boy Advance screen [3 in.) and along with the standard directional pad, 
four action, and twoshouWer buttons, the 05 features touch-screen tech- 
nology on the bottom screen, similar to a PDA, thou^ seemingly thicker 
and more resilient. 

The other major innovation for the DS is the integration of WiFi connectivi- 
ty, though the specific standard has yet to be confirmed. 

The system also features a proprietary local wireless connection standard 
with a range of about 30 m 1 100 ft.) and voice recognition, though this Fea- 
ture wasn't on display as a result of the intertse noise associated with E3, 
accordirxg to a Nintendo representative. 

Hands on time with Metraid F’rlme Hunter in local multiplayer mode 
showed one of the potential uses forthe touch-screen technology. From a 
frst-persan perspective, gamers control the view by dragging a stylus 
around the screen. Functions like weapon switching are accomplished by 
tapping the appropriate screen area. Similarly, tapping on a target 
fres weapons. 






Also on display were various tech demos and potential launch titles, 
including Super Mario E4x4, Wario Ware trae. DS, and Pac Man Pix, an inter- 
esiing ^me where players start off Oy drawing Pac Man and then draw 
lines to direct him toward ghosts on screen. 

05 games will be availaUe on cartridges — in classic Nintendo style — 
each of which can hold up to a gigabit of inFormaiion. 

Good news for Game Boy Advartce |GBA] gamers too, in that a second car- 
tridge slot For GBAcantidges makes the DS fully backwards compatible. 

PUySiation Porttbic 

Sony's approach to handheld gaming is, ironically, to not )U5t focus on 
gaming. 

The PSPsectionof the PlayStation booth at E3 was dominated by potential 
movie and music applications for the ultra slick device. 

Sony's handheld will feature 802.11bWiFi,allS6 port lor connection to a 
PC or PS2 console, and expansion ports, which, on the show floor, accept- 
ed connections from peripherals like a GPS unit, keyboard, camera, and 
cell phone attachment. 

A firm release dale for the PSP has not been set, though PlayStation 
Canada diieaor of marketing, Matt Levitan, said Sony Is committed to a 
Japanese launch beloreiheendofhs fiscal year in March 2005 A North 
American release would likely lollow a couple of months later. 

With only diree games on display, and only two of them playable, it's hard 
to gel a complete idea of what the PSP will offer on the gaming side. Metal 
Gear ACID, while pretty and 30, wasn't playable and would be best 
described as an interactive tech demo — gamers could control the camera 
viewpoint using the directional buttons while the demo ran. 

Similarly, Legends of Eiemia, a playable |to an extent] 2D role-playing 
game, doesn't give an accurate idea of the PSP's potential 
Sony's idea for the PSP seems to be to create the 21si century Walkman, a 
device that is highly Fashionable, functional, and so desirable that it 
becomes ubiquitous 

Game developer Electronic Arts |EA) has committed to at least four titles 
at launch: Tiger Woods PGA Tour. Need for Speed Underground, NFL Street, 
and NBA Street EA president, Don Matirick, hinted that more PSP titles 
might come out of the EAcamp intimeforthe launch. 

Also hinted at in the PSP portion of the Sony Computer Entertainment 


press conference were incarnations of Ape Escape [Ublsoft], Hot Shots 
Golf, Gran Turismo4 Mobile, ATV Offroad Fury, Siphon Filter (Sony Computer 
Entenammeni), andTony Hawks Underground 2 [Activison). 

N-6ige 00 

Having unveiled the N-Gage OO before the show, Nokia focused on its 
upcoming titles in the N-Gage game library to pique the interest of E3 
attendees 

The game leceiving the biggest push by fai from Nokia is its first in-house 
title. Pathway to Glory. With a heavy focus on multiplayer-over-GPPS in N- 
Gage Arerta, or locally over Bluetooth. Pathway is a Second World War- 
inspired real-time strategy [RTS] game. Producer Toni Virhia was less than 
forthcoming with details of how many gamers could play together at once, 
although original estimates have been as high as 64. 

Among the 11 new and soon-to-be-released games in the N-Gage booth 
were Ghost Recon: Jungle Storm, Crash Nitra Kart, The Sims: Bustin' Out, 
and Call of Duty. 

Nokia also stressed the [almost) always-on availability of its GPRS multi- 
player, as opposed to the hot spot-dependant WiR approach Sony and 
Nintendo are taking to handheld multiplayer gaming

IN THE MATTER OF FUJITSU HARD DRIVE CLASS ACTION LITIGATION 


WHAT IS THE PURPOSE OF THIS NOTICE? 

An agteemsnt has been reached in class proceeding lawsuitsinitiated 
111 Ontario and Quebec against Fujitsu Canada, Inc. and Fujitsu 
Limited (the 'Defendants') relating to allegedly defective hard drives 
known as MPF3xxx-AH hard disk drives and/or MPGSxxx hard disk 
drives, including models bearing a model number composed of or 
siaiting with the sequence MPF3102AH, MPF3153AH, MPF3204AH, 
MPG3102, MPG3153. MPG3204, MPG3307, and MPG3409 (any 
one of which may also be followed by alphabetical characters) 
(collectively the “Drives'). The agreement, which is subject to court 
apfxoval in Ontario and Quebec, covers claims by all persons cr 
entities in Canada who purchased and used In Canada one or more of 
the Drives ora personal computer or other system containing one or 
more of the Drives, for their own use and not for resale ("Proposed 
Class Members'). While the Defendants do not admit liability, they 
are prepared to offer compensation to the Proposed Class Members, 
subject to court approval of the settlement agreement. The Plaintiffe 
in the dass actions allege that the hard disk drives contain defective 
chips and fail atanunacceptably high rate. 


DO I HAVE ONE OF THESE FUJITSU DRIVES? 

There are a number of ways that you may be able to determine if you 
have or had one of the Drives in issue. If you have any questions 
regarding any of these methods, please call Class Counsel at:

The utility requires dial your computer system use a Microsoft 
Windows operabng system. You should follow bie instructions 
descnbed in the "read me' file of the utility. 

Physical Inspection. You may be able to physically check to see if 
you have an effected Dnve. However, before doing so, you should 
back-up and save any important data on the hard disk, exit from any 
programs you are operating on your computer, shut down your 
computer and unplug the power source. Please ensure that you 
understand howto conductthis check without causing any harm 
to yourself, the hard disk drive, or any computer or other device 
containing thehard disk drive. 

Review Documents. The dxuments that accompanied your 
computer system orharddisk drive maydiscloseifyouhaveaDrive. 
Contact Seller or Computer Professional. The seller from whom 
you purchased the hard disk drive (as a separate item or as a 
component in a computer or other system) or another a computer 
professional may be able to assist you in determining whether you 
have one of the Drives In issue.

For those with a Drive bearing Model No. WPF3204AH, MPG3204xx, 
MPG3307)O(and/orMPG3409xx: 

Up to $32,50 per Drive, upon returning their Fujitsu Drlve(s) and 
submittihgacceptable proof of payment ofareplacementdrive(s). 

For those who incurred data recovery costs associated with a Drive 
failure: 

Up to $500 per Drive, upon returning their Fujitsu Drive(s) (if available) 
and submitting acceptable proof that data recovery costs have beer 
incurred (e.g., an mvoicefroma data recovery service).

THE EFFECT OF A SETTLEMENT

eligible for any settlement benefits. Any Proposed Class Member who 
does not opt-out wil be bound by the settlement agreement and will be 
barred from advancing claims against the Defendants and certain others 
relating to thsirDrivs(s).

With mare VoIP options, is it time to hang up on landline phones and services? 


Several years ago, someorre suggested to me that tve would 
soon all havea phone rtumbenhat we would carry with us 
for life, which would not be tied to our physical location 
and therefore would never need to change. Well, we re 
not there yet. But the newest phone services to hit the 
market are bringing us one step closer. 

Voice over Internet Protocol [VoIP] Isn't really that 
new. In foct, several popular instant messaging pro- 
grams offered voice chats years ago. I tried voice 
chatting over Yahoo Messenger shortly after the 
option was introduced, and quickly gave up There 
were problems — delays, line noise, internjptions 
in the connection — and. of course, the chatters 
needed to both be at a powered, connected com- 
puter at the same time. 

More recently, however, better hardware and 
software have improved the quality of connec- 
tions and vocal quality, and new services 
recently available in Canada promise a VoIP 
future in which you won't have to sit at home 
waiting for the phone to ring. Maybe VoIP has 
finally arrived. 

There are two systems people refer to as 
VoIP, which use the same technology but with 
some key differences. The first system 
involves users connecting from one computer 
to another, with no use of the regular landline 
telephone system (unless you're using a dial- 
up Internet service]. This is often referred to 
as peer-to-peer (P2P). One of key players in 
this arena is Shype (www.shype.cofn), 
offered by the founders of KaZaA, the popular 
P2P file sharing software Skype is free soft- 
ware that works with a PC headset (like those 
used for gaming or speech recognition] or 
handsel to make calls lo other Skype users. 
SlreamCast (www.streamc3stretworhs.com), 
the company behind Morpheus P2P software, 
has also recently launched voice services, 
integrating them in the most recent version of 
Morpheus. 

The second system comphses VoIP services 
That provide access to the Public Switched 
Telephone Network [PSTN], using an Internet 
connected phone to connect with any other 
phone by dialing a regular phone number, 
whether the call recipient uses IP. a regular phone 
line, or a cellular phone. Services chat do this have 
only recently launched in Canada, led by Primus' 
TalkBroadband (www.primus.ca] service earlier this 
year. 

April was a busy month for IfttlP providers, with three 
companies announcing plans to join n-imus in the race 
to sign Canadians up for the new service. Vonage 
(www.vonage.ca], whic^ has provided VoIP calling In the 
U.S. since 2002, launched its Cartadian service in the middle 


of The month. Navigata [www.navigata.ca], a SaskTel company, 
debuted its WebCali service in April, offering numbers for sever- 
al cities in Western Canada, with more to be rolled out soon. In 
addition, 'i^k Communications (www.yah.ca] announced VoIP 
service, which is currently being tested and is expected to 
launch in September. 

VoIP can be cheaper to use than a regular phone line, especial- 
ly for those who do a lot of long-distance calling P2P services 
Such as Skype and U&Me (see sidebar] offer free calling 
between users of their own services. Primus' TalkBroadband 
offers international long-distance rates as low as 2.5 cents per 
minute to several countries, including Hong Kong, China, and 
the U.K. In addition, many add-on features that regular phone 
customers pay extra for, such as voicemail and caller ID, are 
included in mid-range or sometimes even In basic packages 
offered by VoIP service providers. Prices for packages range 
From $1595 <o $49.95 per month, depending on the included 
calling features and minutes of local and long-distance callir^. 
These packages vary between companies, so it's worth thinking

about which features you’re most likely to find useful and comparing packages close- 
ly to find the best fit. Keep in mind that, whtle PdPserwces will work wrth a dial-up 
Internet connection, the PSTN-accessible services require broadband, which car 
add to the cost if you don't already use it. 

A VoIP Ime can also do things your old phone simply cannot. Want to live ir 
Calgary but keep a Toronto area code to stay in touch with friertds and fami- 
ly? Noproblem.Wantto lake your home phone with you when you travel, so 
people can reach you wherever you are? Completely possible, if you have 
access to a broadband connection. 

There are. however, some things to keep in mind if you re considering 
making the leap to VoIP. While I was researching this article, my cable 
Internet connection failed for an hour. If all I had then was a VoIP phone, 
I would have been cut off from email, Internet, phone, and TV all at once. 
Unlike your landline, an Internet connected phone will only work as 
long as your power and Internet service do. so if the power goes out, 
your phone goes with it. Some VoIP services deal with this by offering 
to forwardcallstoa PSTN line if service to the VoIP line goes down, but 
that means users still need an alternate line, reducing the cost 
advantage. 

Of equal concern is that not all VoIP service providers offer 91! 
emergency service Because a VoIP line is not limited to a single geo- 
graphic location, a 911 operator would not be able to automatically 
locale callers. Some VoIP providers are working to remedy this situ- 
ation and offer 911 calling to at least some areas, but they point out 
that if you are using your phone away from home, you will need to 
use a PSTN line to call 911. Other providers are clear in describing 
their service as a good option for a second line, rather than as a 
replacement for a regular phone. 

Then there’s the Canadian Radio-television and Telephone 
Commission (CRIC], which has yet to decide how VoIP services will 
or will not be regulated Responding to a request from established 
phone service providers, theCRTC has opened a review of VoIP serv- 
ices and published a pieliminary opinion in April that VoIP services 
that offer access to the PSTN and use regular telephone numbers 
are not substantially differeni than tegular telephone service 
providers and should be sub|ect to the same regulatory controls.

Since I hadn’t tried using VoIP equipment or 
service before, I wasn't quite sure what to 
eipect iithen I opened Che box and started 
seoing these devices up. Installing the hard- 
ware drivers seemed simple enough, but how 
would I connect to anyone? I needn’t have 
worried. This is an end-to-end solution — 
both the hardware and the necessary soft- 
ware are included 

The Taichi 3 is a handset that resembles e 
cellular phone and plugs IrCo your PC’s USB 
poa The Taichi 4 also connects to Che USB 
port hut is a terminal into which users plug a 
regular analogue phone. It also has e line out 
to connect to a regular telephone jack, ellow- 
ing users to lorward incoming calls to a regu- 
lar lendline or cell phone. 

Installation was easy — the comoany says 
you can do It if you've ever set up a printer or 
a digital cairtera, and that’s not stretching tha 
truth. TTia software and the most current 
drivers are on the Web site 
(www.iomental.coml. and Id suggest going 
straight there to download them nether than 
loading the software off the CD and possibly 
requiring an update. 

It works a little like an instant messaging 
program phones at both ends — your 
device has a number ascigned to it which 
becomes your phore numbar, and when you 
hook It up and load the sofcwere, you are 
available to call through Che server. It uses 
the ncluded U&Me solcware and service, so 
your intended call recipient needs a Taichi 
product on the odwr end. It’s a P2P system 
designed to operate computer to computer, 
although iPmental now offers a prepaid phoie 
card Chat will allow celts to regular phones. 

In using Che Taichi 4, 1 found the voice quality 
was clear, but 1 heard en annoying echo ol 
everything I seid, which ws tiso evident on 
Che Taichi 3 handset. The quality of the line 
varied, with a lot of line noise on the first call 
Chat was not there in a later cal. and die bet- 
ter quality line also seemed have less echo. 

I was connacting from home on a broadband 
connection iKkiiected by a hardware firewall, 
which didn’t seem Co be a problem. My poten- 
tial celling partners, however, did have trcuble 
with setting up and conneaing from b^ind 
more complex office TreniBlIs — one of them 
couldnt connect at all. The IRnental Web site 
offers nstructions lor configuring firewalls, 
but if you re not in a position to be able to 
change your firewall settings, this may not be 
Che best syscmi for you.

8 MP redux 


Sony’s Cyber-shot aims higher 


In the May issue, NUB looked at sonte of the 
new B MP digital cameras. We weren’t able to 
get our hands on Sony’s new Cyber-shot DSC- 
PB28 in time for the roundup, which is a pity 
because it is one sweet little camera. 

OK, it's not actually ‘Unle." At a glance, the 
F828 appears to be all lensr with a PX hand- 
cranked optical zoom, the barrel of the Zeiss 
lens is already quite long. Because the entire 
lens Is on a swivel mount and not built into 
the main camera body, it appears that much 

The 90-degree swivel mount is one of the 
camera’s nicest features, though, allowing 
you to hold the camera low while still pointing 
Che LCD viewsaeen up towards your eyes. 

(For stability, Sony has placed Che tripod 
mouni on the underside of the lens instead of 
on the body. This also gives you a better van- 
tage point if you're using a tripod and the 
camera isn't at a natural eye level — just tilt 
the body up or down to compensate.] 

Like The other 8 MP cameras we reviewed in 
May, this Cyber-shot gives you great manual 
control over your image lakirtg A silver wheel 
along the lop allows you to switch modes, 
including auto, full manual, and either aper- 
ture- or shuHei-priority modes, as well as a 64Dx480-pixel 
video mode. A switch on the lens puts the camera into manual 
Focus mode, and there is a manual focus ring right behind the 
zoom ring. It% worth mentioning again that the zoom ring is 
hand-cranked, which gives you ^st manual control over your 
zoom... no waiting for a motor! 

Also like most of the new 6 MP cameras, the Fe28 doesn't 
comewhhameiTiorycard,soyQuhaveta budget a bit extra for 
one. The great news is that it takes both MemoryStick Pro and 
CompactFlash media cards. Aswnch on the back of the camera 
allows you toquickly swap between the two — so you oanload 
your camera up with both types of memory cards and switch 
to the second card once you've filled up the fm. 

[fverall, the camera is beautifully designed and a pleasure to 
use. It'S one of those rare pieces of technology that just fetf s 
good in the hand 

Best of all, with a suggested retail price of only $1,400 — the 
same suggested price as the other 8 MPcameras we reviewed 
- it breaks with Sony's tradition of premium pricing.

ffot only is it going to make people toss away their 
PDAs, but I suspect many of them will chuck their 
laptops, and their MP3 players, and, one day, their 
cellular phones too. That's because the tiny little 
box contains a full-fledged 1 GHz Transmeta com- 
puter processor that runs Windows XP. The tin-of- 
mlnis sized computer also has a small, colour LCD 
screen and a thumb-powered keyboard that slides 
out for RIM BlackBerry-style input. Since the screen 
is fully graphical, (here's mouse functionality too. 
So when you're on the go, you can whip this unit 
out and access your Windows XP desktop right 
there in the palm ofyour hand. When you get home 


or back to the office, the unit slots into an included 
cradle and can connect to a targe screen and key- 
board. Suddenly you have a desktop computer in 
front of you with all the ergonomic privileges afford 
edby such a setup. 

The ODD model 01 has some other fantastic fea- 
tures, including wireless functionality in the form 
of Bluetooth [used largely on cellular phones to 
connect headsets these days and on some PDAs) 
and WiFi, for high speed wireless networking. 

There are lots of other specs, but I’ll leave you to 
check them out on www.oqo.eom because what's 
important about this device is not what it will be in 
it is imiiat form, hut what it will be in the years 
to come.
